The 
postmaster-general, Hon. William 
P. Mulock, advises that Rifts 
should be sent now and during 
October, the earlier the better, to 
ensure timely delivery. Nov. XO is 
the latest date that parcels may be 
mailed if they are expected to 
arrive in time for Christmas. 

However patron-* *e urged not 

to defer mailing until the very 

latest possible date hut to mail 
early and prevent congestion, and 
give the postal authorities oppor- 
tunity to arrange for cargo space 
aboard ocean vessels.

NEWMARKET FAMILY 
HELPED OPEN NORTH 

A pioneer citizen of the north 
country, who went to Temisk- 
aming before the railway, more 
than 40 years ago, and a member 
of a family which gave its name 
to one of the earlier communities 
of the district. Thomas Gordon 
Heaslip died last Friday in hos- 
pital at Kirkland Lake. Mr. 
Heaslip had been ill for about a 
week before his death, which 
followed an operation. He would 
have been 74 on Saturday. 

The late Mr. Heaslip had been 
a resident of northern Ontario 
since 1901. broken only by ser- 
vice overseas in the last war. He 
was one of a Newmarket family 
of eight brothers and five sisters. 
Six of the brothers went up the 
White River in the early days ol 
the present century. Thomas 
Heaslip settled first at Toms- 
town, shortly afterwards moving 
to what is now Heaslip. and 
wntle that remained home to him 
for years, he had been engaged 
in different enterprises in vari- 
ous parts of Tomiskaming. 

Mr. Heaslip was in Cobalt in 
its younger life, being employed 
for a time at the old Hudson Bay 
mine there. He had worked also 
in the Gowganda mining camp 
and had prospected in a number 
of the mineral areas of Temisk- 
aming. including Kirkland Lake. 
Later on, he was engaged at the 
Wright-Hargreaves mine, but for 

the past seven or eight years had 

been living retired in Kirkland 
Lake. He spent three winters in 
Florida in recent years. 

During the last war, Mr. Heas- 
lip enlisted with the 159th bat- 
talion as a member of the band 
of that unit and. on proceeding 
to England, was transferred to 
the 42nd reserve. He had been 
a member of the Masonic order 
for 55 years, having been initi- 
ated into Occident lodge. Tor- 
onto, in 1887. He was also an 
Orangeman and a charter mem- 
ber of the Kirkland Lake post, 
No. 87, of the Canadian Legion. 

Mr. Heaslip was born on a 
farm near Newmarket on Oct. 
10, 1868. and spent part of his 
earlier life in Toronto. His 
father, Benjamin Heaslip. came 
from county Cavan in Ire- 
land, and his mother, Philadel- 
phia Lloyd, was of United 
Empire Loyalist stock. He was 
married to the former Mary Jane 
Gorman, who also came from 
county Cavan. and who prede- 
ceased him about 30 years ago. 

Surviving are one daughter, 
Mrs. Fred W. Widdifield of New 
Liskeard, and four brothers and 
two sisters. The brothers are 
Elmer and Joseph of Englehart, 
Elwood in Heaslip and Benjamin 
of Newmarket. The sisters are 
Miss Merab Heaslip of Heaslip 
and Mrs. H. Sandford of Tor- 
onto. 

The funeral was held on Sun- 
day, twentieth anniversary of 
the fire disaster of Oct. 4, 1922, in 
good turn-out. First for ) which a number of Mr. Heaslip's 
wins was Cameron!s rink, relatives lost their lives. Burial 

was made in the Englehart 
cemetery. In thq morning a ser- 
j vice was conducted at the Sym- 
ington funeral chapel in Kirk- 
land Lake. Rev. E. E. Long. 
minister of Trinity United 
church, officiated, and comrades 
of the Canadian Legion post 
acted as pallbearers. 

The casket, draped with the 
Union Jack, was taken to Engle- 
hart, where another service was 
held in the United church, con- 
ducted by Rev. J. Harrower, the 
minister. At the graveside the 
last rites of the Masonic order 
were observed. Bro. James 
Paterson, a past master of the 
lodge, was in charge of these 
ceremonies.

LAMPLIGHTER 

xlie reduction of street lighting by 20 percent 
is apparently not a simple matter. "Hydro News" 
suggests some of the factors that should be con- 
sidered. Danger spots, places where there have 
been a number of accidents, should have normal 
lighting maintained if at all possible. There are 
two or three places in Newmarket that have had 
a number of accidents. 

Another point made is that reduction of lamps 
to one size smaller than those ordinarily used will 
give a reduction of more than 20 percent and 
shjould not be resorted to wholesale. "It is sug- 
gested that careful consideration be given to the 
method of effecting a saving, in order that the 
remaining power may be used most effectively 
in the prevention of accidents and as a deterrent 
to crime." ■" All suggestions made can be con- 
sidered, but all obviously cannot be followed. 
Against reducing Main St. lighting is the sug- 
gestion that reduced display lighting in itself 
means a darker street and the statement that 
"Saturday night shopping in the business street 
ot towns and small cities naturally involves much 
crossing of streets between blocks, and is known 
to be a prolific cause of accidents" and that good 
lighting is therefore desirable. 

Against reducing lighting on residential streets 
is the suggestion: "In certain small municipalities 
the lighting on some residential streets is no more 
than enough to mark the general direction of the 
streets and it is very doubtful if the illumination 
produced by reduced lighting would be of any 
value to pedestrians." Whether Newmarket's 
residential street lighting can be reduced and 
still be useful we do not know, but at least the 
article from "Hydro News" suggests some of the 
factors that will no doubt be taken into con- 
sideration when the town works out iu final plan 
of reduced lighting. As citizens we will have to 
bear in mind that the light department may be 
trying to avoid accidents if it should light one 
section or one corner better than another.

'Hie Fort IJrie Times-Review gives the title 
"Stool-pigeons'' to an article in criticism of an 
invitation from the wartime prices and trade 
board to consumers to send in anonymous in- 
formation about retail prices or practices; The 
Timcs-Kevievv quotes: "The information you give 
: will be kept confidential. You need not sign 
your name or the name of your firm, but please 
fittln your city or town and your province." And 
then remarks- "Is this just the beginning of a 
bureaucratic, campaign to encourage Canadians to 
spy on one another and then snitch anonymously 
to the government?"

At the present time of the year the chief strain on ]>o\vcr resources comes 
between 11 a.m. and noon, when most people are using their electric 
stoves to prepare the midday meal. 

You can help the war effort by using as little power as possible at 
this time of day. Da your ironing earlier or in the afternoon. Kindly 
keep hot-water heaters, electric washing-machines, electric grates and 
heaters, and all other electric appliances off at this hour if possible. 

You could help by cooking your dinner at night instead of midday, or 
between 12 noon and 1 p.m., instead of 11 and 12, if those hours would be 
possible for you. You can also help by doing as much of your cooking 
as possible before 11 a.m. and by using as few of your stove elements as 
possible between 11 and 12. If you can take a little longer time and use 
only the bottom elements in your oven, please do so. 

Please do not do baking between 11 and 12. By using your stove at 
other hours, when there is less demand on the system, you will get better 
service. You will find that you get more heat from your stove, and at 
the same cost, at other hours. . " 

Probably we should say "at less cost," for by keeping as much as 
possible off the "peak demand period" between 11 a.m. and 12 you will 
help to keep down the town's electric power bill and you will share, as a 
citizen of the town, in any savings, just as you would have to share, in 
the long run, in any increased power costs that might result if we did not 
all try to help in the various ways stiggested above.

"They told me that they were

From the number 
of letters received by the Con- 
sumer branch on the subject of 
extra allowances of sugar, tea 
and coffee for charitable and 
social gatherings, it would seem 
that a great number of Canad- 
ians have not yet realized the 
seriousness of the supply situa- 
tion in these commodities, and 
the necessity of making. a funda- 
mental change in many of our 
cherished habits of living.*'
